REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District of 
Surry : 
I herewith submit my ‘fourth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools: 


Last winter your children were fortunate in being served 
a hot dish three times a week under the sponsorship of’ the 
Grange and Mrs. Lois Anderson. This effort was greatly ap- 
preciated by the children and was reflected by an improvement 
in their health and their school work. We regret that it was 
impossible to find anyone to take over this work this year. There 
was ‘some federal money available for the purpose if a group 
which was interested in giving time to prepare the food and 
do the necessary clean-up work had been found. In several towns 
this desirable activity is carried on by P. T. A. groups, Mothers’ 
Clubs, and community organizations. When a large proportion 
of the school children carry dinners it 1s better to serve them 
a warm meal during the colder months, and experience has 
shown that children do better in school and have better health. 


Present indications are that our school population is going 
to inerease quite rapidly in the next few years. A glance at 
the table of enrollment will show that the grammar grades 
are small and the primary grades large. The pre-school census 
taken last fall shows a large first grade group for each of 
the next six years which means that our present school facili- 
ties will have become overerowded within a very few years. 


The building committee has had several meetings recently 
to discuss possible sites for the new school building and hope 
to report soon that they have found a desirable plot. Many 
communities are voting new school construction this year. Many 
building materials which have been scarce since the war are now 
more plentifut. The School Board is asking you to authorize the 
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building committee to engage an architect, have plans drawn 
up, and construct a new school house as soon as possible. This 
year seems tc be a good one to start actual construction work. 
There is a strong likelihood that the federal government will 
appropriate money for school building projects. If that is done 
Surry could be assured of a fairly large percentage of the total 
cost of a new school house. You already have $2500 available 
for this purpose. If you add to the capital reserve fund at this 
meeting you will have a very good start toward the project. 


We have been without the services of a school nurse so far 
this year. Many of the nurses working in the schools of this 
state have been on the job for over twenty-five years, or since 
the formation of the school corps. Consequently they are reach- 
ing the retirement age and dropping out of active service. There 
is a shortage of all types of nurses, but the low rate of pay 
for school nurses and the high mileage they must travel from 
school to schoo! makes it particularly difficult to obtain women 
willing to go into the work. Every effort is being made to find 
a nurse to take over the duties for the ten or so towns in this 
county that are without one. Meanwhile, the teacher has made 
the usual height and weight measurements. 


School costs have not reached the limit as yet. Certain 
items amd services have increased rather sharply since last 
year. Teachers salaries continue to rise. The average for ele- 
mentary teachers in this state is about $2300. The same aver- 
age for the nation as a whole is over $3000. If a community ex- 
pects to get good teachers and keep them it must expect to pay 
them an adequate salary that is comparable to those being paid 
in other school systems. 


High school tuitions will rise rapidly for the next few 
vears. The present state laws have prohibited towns from charg- 
ing the full cost of high school education. The law states that 
the costs of instruction may be used in figuring tuition rates. 
These are only four of the eighteen or twenty items that go 
into a school budget. The actual cost of educating a high school 
pupil is over $200 in most secondary schools, running as high 
as $400 to $500 in some of the more expensive ones. 
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It is impossible to make an accurate estimate of the state 
aid figure for next year. There has been some discussion among 
the legislators of cutting the amount appropriated for this pur- 
pose. This would mean that towns like Surry would have to 
raise almost all of their own school costs. The State Board of 
Education has introduced a new education program that is de- 
signed to improve the educational opportunities in the state, 
and at the same time equalize the load that all communities 
must carry.
